Theophilns French, Auditor of 


Railroad Accounts, formally report- 
ad to the Beeretary of the Interior 
that the Geatral Pacific Railroad 
Company had neglected to comply 
with any of bis official requests for 
vanona reports concerning its busi- 
ness operations, its tariffs, present 
organization, financial condition, etc., 
or with his demand that its books 
should be submitted to his inspec- 
tion. He reports that these requests 
have been made and reiterated at var- 
ious times since the 1st of last July, 
and that the officers of the company 
combine to reply merely that they 
have referred the questions of the 
constitutionality of the law and pow- 
er of the Auditor to make such de- 
mands to their leg*l counsel, and 
that these questions are still under 
advisement. The President of the 
company bos recently sent to tbe 
secretary of the institution a report 
in compliance with tha old law, but 
Auditor French ttates that this law 
has been replaced ty the Aot of last 
session, from which, in a letter to 
Secretary Schurz, hfl qudtea several 
sections authorizing him to call upon 
the officers of alt subsidized railroads 
for such reports aa he may deem ex- 
pedient or necessary for the interest 
of the Government, He also quotes 
a section which provides that the ne- 
glect or refusal of any railroad to 
make such reports as may be called 
for shall in each case of such neglect 
or refusal work tue forfeiture of a 
sum of not lees than 91,000 nor 
more than $5,000, to bo recovered 
by the Attorney General, in the 
name and f >r the use and benefit of 
the United States. This section also 
provides that it shall bo the duty of 
the Secretary of the Interior, ia all 
such oases of neglect or refusal, to 
inform the Attorney General of tbe 
facts, to the end that such forfeiture 
may be judiciously enforced. 
The 


Auditor, therefore, transmits testified 
statements of seven distinct requests 
made by him to the President of the 
Central Pacific of the nature above 
indicated, together with certifications 
that none of them have yet been com- 
plied with. He concludes by recom- 
mending that proceedings under the 
law be instituted. in each case.

In 1876 silver had so depreciated 


in value that it was at a discount of 
twenty-seven per cent. The richest 
nations had denied to it its chief use 
and it was simply merchandise. The 
arta did not consume it, and like a 
choked stream it was accumulating 
and its price steadily falling. It at 
last became so discounted that all the 
tailings mills in Nevada were forced 
to suspend, the non-paying mines 
were swiftly being closed down;every 
mining camp felt the calamity, and 
workingmen everywhere were being 
thrown ont of employment. Hid 
the prices at which silver was quoted 
in August, 1876, prevailed up to the 
present moment there would hare 
been silence along half the Comstook, 
two thirds of the other mines in the 
State would have been closed down 
and property in the towns would 
have been practically valueless, be- 
cause there would have been no pur- 
chasers. That this is not so is due 
more to tbe exertions of Senator 
Jolin P. Jonas than to all other men 
combined. He never relaxed hia ex- 
ertions until Congress ordered the 
Secretary of the Treasury to com- 
mence and continue coining silver 
dollars st about the rate which the 
country can .supply silver and at the 
same time reordained silver as money. 
That was the.,work of Senator Jones 
Already some millions of silver dol 
lars are distributed among the people, 
and silver Md silver certificates are 
to be tbe money with which the small- 
er transactions of the country are 
in the future to-be carried on. Tbe 
work of the Senator keeps some 
thousands of miners employed to-day 
who, without it, would have beeu 
obliged to sesk some other occupa- 
tion. Hia work has advanced ines- 
timably the prosperity of the State. 
The Silver bill in not yet complete. 
Senator Jones ia tbe oaly man who can 
complete it. Whether men follow 
the instinct of gratitude or the selfish 
instinct of self preservation 
there 


ought not to be any question about 
returning Senator Jones to Washing- 
ton. He has earned re-election as 
no man ever beforo baa on this ooast, 
and the fact ought to be acknowleged 
by all men of all parties.—Enterprise.

WILLIAM MoKawN of Cold Springs, 


Jefferson County, says the Montana 
Miner, says a strange malady, very 
fatal in its ravages, has lately broken 
out among the cattle in his neighbor- 
hood. In the immediate vicinity of 
SIcKewn's farm about forty head 
have died within the last two weeks, 
at Fish Creek the number lost is 
reported at 200. 
Something very 


singular in an epidemic so fatal is it 
that no one is able to describe the 
symptoms of the disease or give any 
clue to its nature. 
The stricken 


animals have nearly all died during 
the night. The few that were taken 
during the day died before attention 
was called to their sufferings. 
No 


cases of recovery are reported. All 
thus far learned of the epidemic is 
that it is very sadden in its opera- 
tions, very fatal in effect, and that it 
is advancing at a very slow rate both 
up and down the valley from the road 
by which it was introduced.
